a. Replace the abstract with 

- A method of treating coloured fabrics with a luminance (L*) less than 50, 
preferably black garments, which comprises contacting the fabrics with a 
wash liquor comprising 0.001-0.1 g/L of a hydroxyl C2-C4 alkyi derivative 
of a beta 1-4 polysaccharide, which is preferably hydroxyethyl cellulose, 
and a surfactant. ~ 

b. In claim 1, line 3, replace "0.1-0.001" with - 0.001-0.1 - 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record, Lahteenmaki et al. (WO 99/6147), teach treating fabrics with 
compositions comprising hydroxyethyl celluloses modified with alkyI or alkenylketene 
dimers, and do not teach or fairly suggest unmodified hydroxyethyl celluloses. Applicant 
has further provided a showing of unexpected results in the declaration filed on August 
7, 2007 for reduced fading benefits and improved particulate soil removal for 
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hydroxyethyl cellulose with a molecular weight range of 200,000-300,000 Daltons and a 
viscosity of 300-400 cps at 2% solution in water. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
